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Hurricane volunteers 
sought by Red Cross

BELLE GLADE --Most people from this 
area know the danger of remaining in a mobile 
home during a hurricane. And most know by 
now that the hurricane season began at the 
beginning of this month. 

The local Red Cross, in preparing for hur- 
ricane disaster plans, sees a logical! connec- 
tion between these two facts of life in this area 
of Palm Beach County. 

As the Red Cross Disaster Preparedness 
Committee looks for Glades people to work at 
local shelters, it sees those living in mobile 
homes who volunteer accomplishing two 
things-they will be out of the danger of being 
in their homes and at the same time will benefit 
the community. 

Michael Riley, liason between the Palm 
Beach chapter of the American Red Coss and 
the Glades committee, sees a significant 
danger here because “hundreds of thousands 
have not been through a full-blown hurricane.“ 

The volunteers being sought would work at 
shelters during hurricanes and could perform 
any number of tasks. ; 

Riley said, "There are numerous little jobs. 
They vary from shelter to shelter.“ 

One of the many jobs is keeping track of 
vital information on each person who enters 
the shelter, what Riley called "a paper trace. 

Other volunteers would help people such as 
mothers with small children or hand out food. 

- Some volunteers spend time listening to peo- 
ple's worries and concerns. д 

Riley notes that during hurricanes there is 
much tension and physical as well as emotional 
discomfort. Scientist believe the depression 
people feel is connected to the extreme drop in 
barometric pressure. 


The Red Cross is looking for people who are 
dependable. The main qualification is “а little 
bit of commmon sense. 

The Red Cross Chapter presently has 
emergency plans and people to work, but it 
worries that in the event of a hurricane the pre- 
sent workers will have other duties. 

For instance, the police and fire departments

What you will 
need in a shelter 


The Palm Beach County Chapter of the 
American Red Cross advises anyone going to a 
shelter to carry enough snacks and water to 
last for at least 24 hours, blankets and pillows 
or a sleeping bag and a change of clothing. 

Persons on special diets should bring what 
they need. Also baby formulas, prescription 
medicines, insulin for diabetics and medication 
for heart patients should be brought along. The 
Red Cross will not furnish these items. 

Also, pets cannot be brought to shelters. The 
Red Cross advises leaving pets with plenty of 
food and water or boarding thern with the vet. 

The Red Cross also explains that alcohol and 
smoking are not allowed in shelters. 

When arriving at a shelter everyone will be 
asked to register and list members of their 


group. 4 

The Red Cross also advises everyone to take 
general precautions for advance hurricane 
preparations. »

The city's role in Operation Matrimony

BELLE GLADE —In what he termed “a 
true joint effort," Belle Glade Police Chief 
Michael Miller this week discussed the city 
police’s role in the arrest last week of 14 per- 
sons in a marriage fraud operation, ; 

Working closely in the investigation with the 
U.S. Immigration And Naturalization Service 
and the Palm Beach County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment, local lawmen acted as “the eyes, ears 
and legs in the 18 month investigation. 

Chief Miller explains that vital information 
was gathered locally by Belle Glade detectives. 
He commented that area law enforcement of- 
ficials hed been. aware of the marriage fraud 
scams ОКОЛНО tu state of Florida. 

When the Lumlgration Service approached 
the local department with their plans, Miller 
thought it sounded like a workable idea. 

He said, “It sounded like a good idea so we 
ran with it. ы 

The chief notes that his department worked 
“in tandem with the Immigration Service. He 


explains that INS is familiar with the laws 
governing immigration and are familiar with 
investigating citizens. 

But the INS is not familiar with Belle Glade 
and the surrounding area. That's where local 
investigators offered their expertise. 

The chief noted that city ‘detectives know 
street informants and have contacts in the 
Glades which the immigration people are 
unaware of. í 

In this operation, termed Operation 
Matrimony, the local law enforcement agency 
got a chance to go for the top pedple in the 
scheme. 

' Miller observes that it wsn't the “little 
guys” his men were after. They went for key 
individuals and “arrangers.” 4 

The marriage fraud scam involved U.S. 

citizens who whould arrange paper marriages 


, with aliens living here so they could unlawfully 


gain permanent resident status in this country. 
The illegals would pay from $700 to $2,500 
to marry AS citizen-The fraud called for år- 


rangers to recruit U.S. citizens to marry Hai- 
tians for monéy. 

According to the Immigration Service, the 
fraudulent marriages included actual blood 
tests, documents, and transportation to the 


marriage ceremony, usually held at the county 


court house. 

The scheme was designed to get illegal Hai- 
tians onto rolls to receive government en- 
titlements, such as unemployment .compensa- 
tion, subsidized housing, food stamps and 
other benefits. 

According to the INS, in some cases divorces. 
were arranged in advance also. Authorities say 
there were-no multiple marriages in this area. 

Immigration officials say fraudulent mar- 
riages are "rampant" in Florida, especially 
South Florida. . т 

Locally 150 fraudulent marriages have been 
identified. Those indicted Thursday were mar- 
riage arrangers.

BELLE GLADE -The City Commission has 
negotiated a 30-year franchise agreement with 
Florida Power & Light Co. 

The city commissioners signed the ordinance 
at a special meeting Tuesday. The agreement 
could mean an additional $20,000 in income for 
the city. 

The agreement calls for the power company 
to pay its franchise fee in monthly in- 
stallments. The last arrangement had the com- 
pany paying at the end of each fiscal year. 

The city believes that under the new terms it 
can invest the additional thousands of dollars. 
This could spell additional revenues for the ci- 
ty, according to City Manager W. E. Tommy 


= Strang. 

Е Florida Power & Light currently pays Belle 
Glade $425,000 a year as a franchise fee. This 
Sis based on a formula which takes 6 percent of 
Sthe gross revenues from residential and com- 
igmercial customers. 

E The franchise aggreement expired Monday. 
Ehe commissioners held the meeting then to af- 
rn the city a smooth transition into the new 

arrangement. 

Negotiations began in 1984 for a new fran- 

chise agreement. The payment plan is the ma- 
jor change. 
Franchise agreements with cities are used by 
the power company to finance improvements 
in the electrical system. The power company 
says it requires a stable fee rate to support up- 
coming bond issues, 

Two weeks ago a public hearing was held 
regarding the franchise agreement. No one had 
any objections to the agreement. 


City to curb fee 
refund policy 


BELLE GLADE The City Commission 
plans to curb the practice of routinely refun- 
ding fees for use of the city-owned pavilion. 

In the past non-profit agencies and organiza- 
tion’ have petitioned the commission to have 
the fee refunded. In every case the city leaders 
have agreed to return the fee. 

At the last commission meeting, however, 
the initial discussion of what might spell the 
end of gratis use of the pavilion came up. 

Mayor Thomas Altman said a policy of some 
kind should be set. He noted that it costs the 
City money to maintain the pavilion. 

The mayor also questioned whether all those 
using the pavilion without charge are truly 
non-profit organizations. 

He spoke of so- called non-profit organiza- 
tions" using the pavilion. 

Commissioner Charles D. Goodlett backed 
up the mayor. He noted that often times people 
who want to use the pavilion on a paying basis 
cannot get it becayse it is booked by non- 
paying groups. 

Although no discussion of what the policy 
might be has been discussed yet, the commis- 
sion plans to deal with the issue,in the future. 

Until then, organizations routinely get 
refunds on the fees they pay to use the city 
«pavilion. >
